SO CLAIMEDACHiCAÒO EDUCATOR 


Old Grammar School Methods Charac­ 
terized as “Wooden and Mechan­ 
ical” by Professor Hen­ 
ry A. Tyrrell. 


Chicago, :May 10.—School pupils of 
today are more firmly grounded in the 
“Three R’s” than they were in the 
good old days” of our grandfathers 
that we hear so much ab out, accord­ 
ing to investigations reported b y Prof. 
Henry A. Tyrrell in the School! Re­ 
view, of the University of Chicago. 
His conclusions, however, largely 
were arrived at b y studying the ex­ 
amination papers o f. pupils in Nor­ 
wich, Conn., in the year 1856, in com­ 
parison 
with 
papers 
covering the 
same questions during 
the 
current 
year. The old grammar school meth­ 
ods, 
Prof. 
Tyrrell characterizes as 
wooden and mechanical.” He says: 
“Those were the days when pupils 
memorized geometry propositions b y 
numb er, recited history verb atim and 
memorized in Latin grammars excep­ 
tions that they never would meet in 
their reading of Latin.” 
A comparison of the examiiiation 
papers shows an average standing in 
1856 or 75, and today an average 
of 88. 
One man who has risen to promi­ 
nence in pub lic affairs in 1856 was 
marked 55 in grammar, 60 In arithme­ 
tic and 65 in geography. 
Another 
man who is a noted historian received 
mark.s of 39 in grammar and 60 in 
arithmetic—and

broke Jail a week before h e was to 
h ave been execu ted. 
He never h as 
been located by th e au th orities. 
Mr. Conkling was h orn on a farm 
near Ch illicoth e, Mo., 
Janu ary 
23. 
1865. 
He wiiirked on th e farm u ntil 
h e was a you ng man. 
He attended th e pu blic sch ool in 
Carrollton, Mo., and later entered th e 
law olfice of Joh n L. Merrick th ere. 
Ill 1884 Mr. Conkling began th e prac­ 
tice of law in Bogard, Mo., a su bu rb 
of Carrollton. 
It was not long before th e you ng 
lawyer began mixing in politics. 
As 
a resu lt of h is activity in th is line 
h e was elected mayor of Carrollton 
in 1892, at th e age of 27 . 
In 1905 Mr. Conkling came to Kan­ 
sas City. He began th e practice of 
law In th e firm of Conkling, Rea & 
Sparrow. 
In 1908 h e

elected 
proi^ecntor of Jackson cou nty. Prc^e- 
cu tor Conkling is married and h as 
fou r ch ildren.
